Company of Distinguished “Canadians 
Gather to Discuss Important Topics 
—Canada is Making Rapid Strides 
in the Commercial World—Man for 
Man Dominion is More Prosperous 
than the United States. 


Hamilton.—A\t a banquet of the Ca 
nadian Manufacturers’ associstion, a 
number of prominent personages were 
resent, including Lord Stratheona, 
Lieut.-Gov Gibson, Hon. GG. P. 
Graham, Hon. Win, Patterson, Hon, 
W. LL. M. King, Mayor MeLaren, and 
several hundred prominent manufac. 
turers from the east to the west. The 
new president, J. Hendery, of Van- 
couver, in giving Lord Strathcona a 
greeting, snid the association was hon- 
ored to have as their guest a man who 
had done more perhaps than any other 
living man for the development of the 
yreat western provinces, promising a 
settlement and ‘linking them with 
steel bands to the other "provinces. 
As to their request for a tariff: com. 
mission, Pres. Hendery said tie monu- 
facturers did not desire to profit at the 
expense of the rest of the community. 
A conservative commission would con- 
fer great benefits to all. His own pro- 
vince on the Pacifie coastywould see 
on immense inereased traffic invest- 
ment. They were ready both for im- 
perial defence and imperial conmerce 

Lord Stratheona, in replying, said 
he occupied the position of the ex- 
treme protectionist and the ardent fre: 
trader, Referring humorously to the 
regulation against the Ontario govern- 
ment'’s Niagara policy, he said the 
men who brought the power from the 
falls were looked upon as absolute 
scoundrels. : 

Hon. G. P. Graham said they were 
now part proprietors of the British 
empire and doing their share to build 
it up. The canal traffic this year 
amounted to 8,527,000 tons and he ex- 
pected it would reach 25,000,000 before 
the end of the season.

ed i seenie attractions — Nova Seo- 
tinns do pot hesitate to proclaim her 
ndvantares, Railways radiate in 
nearly every direction, and all the 


acerssories of modern civilization are 
readily to hand Neva Seotians are 
on the pathway of the world’s com- 
teeree, and inhabit the nearest of the 
Canadian provinces to Great Britain, 

With tne object of enlightening the 
people of the rural districts of the 
Britieh Islos on the attractions and 
resources of the country, the Nova 
Scotia Goverament have despatched 
to London the Rev. Maclean Goldie, 
wit is at present arranging a com- 
prehensive series of illustrated lec- 
tures on the all-important subject of 
immigration.

There was no adequate 
place in which to isolate the victims, 
many people refused to be vaccinnt- 
ed, and, in many cases, frightened 
relatives refused to let their sick be 
taken from their homes. 

Sir Hugh promptly organized a de- 
monstration at the City Hall. A civic 
health committee—consisting of him- 
self and six associntes—was formed, 
and an army of vaccinaters ant ss80- 
lators was ut once set to work, 

But a suituble place for isolation 
on a large seale was still lacking, and 
Sir Hugh, perceiving that the Ex bi 
tion buildings were the only available 
structures, secured a requisition to 
call out the troops, and marched at 
their head to the Exhibition grounds, 


The gates were locked and barred | 


against them; but Sir Hugh himself 
climbed the high fence, wrenched the 
fastenings from the gates, and admit- 
ted the troops,

building had become an isolation 
hospital, with a corps of nursing 
nuns in charge, and a procession of 
smallpox patients being carried into 
it.

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TRAIL THAT GREW. 


Jasper Avenue, Edmonton, Is a Wor 


dertul Thoroughfare. 


One of the most remarkable high. | 


ways of transportation in America is 
Jasper avenue, the main. street of 
Edmonton, writes Augustus Bridle, in 
The Toronto Globe. In twenty years 
that splendid dog-leg of a street fol- 
lowing the kink of the. river bank 
has seen three eras of traffic and more 
arieties of rig-outs than any other 
hichway in Canada. The huskie dogs 
and tobogzans went jingling in there 
from the far-up posts of the fur lands 
lone before the caravans of the Red 
River carts. The kyuses of | Indians 
and half-breeds came helter-skeltering 
in from the shacks and the tepees. 
Mounted Police filed among the zig- 
gag log shacks that hunched up on 
the edge of the old fort down on the 
flats And the carts came: the drawn- 
out straggle of the creaking, honking, 
all-wood chariots that made the thou- 
sand-mile trek from Fort Garry by 
the meandering black trail; and up 


from Calgary when the steel went 
through. And the four-horse stage 
went slam-banging down the high 
south benk before there was ever a 
Strathcona—on to the old cable 


ferry, and crawling up the steep to 
the ropy black trail where the un- 
certain shacks were just beginning to 
mark out the stent of the street. For 
the little log town was reaching along 
and the lines of traffic were going 
deeper es the town grew and stood 
still and waited for the railway.

world’s treil-finders into the outfit 
town, That was the day of the trail 
freaks the nondeseript, vagrant 
things that capricious  sdventurers 
rivzed up to hit the long trail to the 
ends of the earth and, the fringes of

the north. On that store-straguled, 
shack-lined old Jasper avenue went 
the twisting trains of kyuses and 
packs’ the bands of erawling oxen 


and the beles of hay; the berrel char. 
iot thet come forvotten genius contrive 
ed out of three hogsheads packed with 
grub, axled and plotformed and ean 
vesed—and it sterted out merrily coll 
ing to the unkriown with the camp: 
truck atop ond the grubstake with 
in, till on a frozen snag the front bar 
rel-wheel got a puncture, and the 
beans came dribbling out. The lum 
bering contraption went rolling home, 
never to start again, Bigywest of all 
the pathfinders and most spectacular 
of all locomotive freaks ever seen on 
Jasper evenue wes the steam sleigh 
that some overlonder, with bis nart- 
rer, rigged up from an old threshing 
engine; cigged it with a traction out: 
fit geared to a spike roller in front 
to climb slippery hills and fee-bound 
! into the Yukon with a= train 
of toboegans behind. The wonder of 
seventeen nations was hauled out one 
erisn, day of winter; trucked 
out by horses to the midway of Jas 
per avenue, There was fired up 
ond steamed; the throttle: was turned, 
nd the deiveewheel wabbled, and 
the spike-roller that was made to 
climb the steens of ice, burrowed a 
bots into the frost of the street and 
hucged not a single ineh And the 
notions haw-hawed to the first 
train of Edmonton  ignominiously 
houled back by a team to a rear yard, 
where it ley for vears, till somebody 
dracced it away to saw lumber, out 
on the Sturdeon, 

Syeh was the cosmopolitan traffic 
of Jasper avenue before the great 
awekening; but nine years before the 
fathers of a young city paved it with 
paphalt and laid = the tracks of a 
street railway, overhung by « spangle 
of incandescent Jamps. Old Jasper 
avenue! carving the memory and 
the imagination back to the day when 
the poplars rustled on lots that sell 
now for thousunds a foot, and when 
the lads of Edmonton chased jack- 
rabbits down the street. There is no 
street in America like that.
